hearers an interpretation of Thomas Jefferson, in 


the fourth Watson chair lecture delivered in tho Art 
Theatre of Liverpool University, 
lie sums up his con- 


clusions by describing Jefferson as "a curious and elusive 
compound of philosopher and political manipulator, ot 
statesman and demagogue, of one with a firm grasp on 
fundamental political principles and of wavering m con- 
sequence of their application." 


As illustrative of how readily Jefferson sot aside his 


teachings in the face of expediency, President Butler 
dwelt upon the purchase of Louisiana. This was an act 
of such doubtful constitutionality as to lie entirely out ol 
step with the Virginia and Kentucky resolutions. 
In 


fact, both Jefferson and Madison during the period of 
the Virginia dvnasty made a complete right-about face 
and became loose constructionists of the most pronounced 
type. 


What President Butler apparently fails to point out, 


and what is generally misunderstood, is that the leading 
Federalists at the same time also changed sides and be- 
came violent States' rights men. The Essex Junta, back- 
ed by almost every town in New England, denounced not 
only the Louisiana purchase but the embargo and the 
other leading policies of the Administration as distinctly 
unconstitutional. And the very men who had derided the 
.Virginia and Kentucky resolutions when the Federalists 
•were in power now gave their vote for resolutions which 
echoed not only their political sentiment but their very 
wordings. 


In truth, the States' rights doctrine was not a sacred 


principle to which men adhered as something sacred, 
but a weapon of expediency used first by one section and 
then by the other. 
The group of States which finds 


itself outvoted and in danger of having its interests dis- 
regarded by the Administration protects itself with the 
Strict construction argument. 
But when the tables arc 


turned and their own leaders are safely installed at the 
capital the shoe shifts to the other foot, and they inter- 


- pret the Constitution to suit their own ends. 


Jefferson was no more a turncoat in this respect 


. than his opponents, but his tendency to political philoso- 
phy has made his case more conspicuous. 
As President 


Butler says, it is his dual role, the fact that he was a 
philosopher as well as party leader, which gives his 
career its peculiar aspect of inconsistency.
